duced, by the Decay of Trade, the Low- 
n<fs of the M:rkets in Corn, Cattel, and 
Woo! ; the Squcczing of their Purſes to. 
the utmoſt Mite, by fucceffive and re- 
doubl-a Polls aud Taxes ; 3 the Haraffiag 
the whole M.hire of the Kingdom, to 
th- Expence of more than two Poll-biÞs 
more, when th: Conncil knew fall well 
athat the French Fleet had no Land-men 
201 board to make 2 deſcent ; to which 
may be addcd, the umrerial Preffiag of 
Labourers ant Servants, whereby necef- 
fary Hinds were wantiag for Tillage and 
HarvcRt. © From hence it is that we can 
netther g-t our Rents, nor th< Canitcey 
mca Money for their neceflary - 
cnce. 

In this th. ir d: ptorabie Condition they 
are alm ft funk wto deſpair. at the In-

fairs of greateft Moment ) conſult, and * 
0>:tain the Approbation of aſl the Coun- 
tics, Citics , and Burroughs; which , « 
erer, at this JunQuce is mott 
and would be'the greatcſt Inftance of 
the Pcople's trne Liberty, that cver had 
been granted by any of our Kings, in 
conficmaticns ot our Mazne Charte. 
This they jadge the ma-e treaſouuble 


and juft, becauſ- it is every where brui- 


ted, that the OHcers bath at Sra and 
Land, efp<ciaſiy the Engliſh, are nine 
or eleven Months in Arrcars of Pay. I 
hare it from a Captain, who 'ſferved in 
Ireland nnder all the Hardſhips of Duke 


Schomberg's Campaign , that when they 
arrived at Dab/;m, they had but three 


' Months Pay of thirteen then owing to 


them, with 2 Complement, that they 
ſhould Ray there to ſpend it. __ 
Befades tns, > -d, told of the vaſt 
Samms, owing oncy 
Bankrupts Intereſt, and for iid nh 
alſo of Ammunition , taken up omCre- 
dit at exceffive Rates; and farther, Iam 
told, thatif we had not ſeized the Swe - 
&:ſb Ships, ladea with Matts, Pitch, 
ar, and Materials for Cardage, wo 
could not out of our exhauſted Stores, _ 
have rigged out our Fieet at this Seaton, 


be- ' when it was well known, how inficit.- 


ly provided it was two years fiace. 
Farthermyre , the Common Soldiers 


make a Complaint, that they 
fcarcely have had fabfiftence *Moricy , 
whreby they bave been necetitated; ei> 
ther to take free quarter, or rob aud pit 
fer, or over-awe their Hits to take 


what they would pleaſe to g'-e them , 


thongh fome are fo good nainced as to 


Po ele Cents and hes Tenn 
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Drink : All which conduceth to the far- 
ther imporeriſhing of the Cocuntrey. 

It muft indeed be owned, that it may 
be thro' a politi@Defign, the Offcers are 


. thus treated, whereby they may be kept 
-in a ſtricter 


| dependence on the Govern- 
ment , for fear, leftit they ſhould quit 
the Service, they might loſe their Ar- 
rears; and many dying, by Sicknets or 
Battel, will ſave the publick fo much as 
is owing to them. for I tclivve you can 
find few Inftances, that avy Heirs or Ex- 
ecutors, Widows or Q;phans, were bet- 
ter for the Legacies of Arrears, either 
left by Officers, or Common Soldiers, or 
Seamen, Upon the whole, I find that 
many inquifative and judicious Perſons , 
calculating the Incoinc of the Exche- 


-quer, and the Expence, art of opinion, 


that there is ro reaſon tor ſuch Arrears, 
but think it demorftcable that cither 
there is fome- ſecret Agreement, which 
muft be concealed from the Naticn, to 
furniſh the Confederates with Summs of 
Money from hence, or that the —_ 
Troops are hetter paid than the Engliſh, 
or that by Combination Treaſures are 
hoarded up by our Minifters of State for 
a comfortable Subſitence againſt a 
Storm. 

It hath ever been the care, asit is the 
Duty of the Houſe of Commans, to ſup- 
ply the publick Wants of the Govern- 
ment with Money proportionabie to the 
neceſlities of Aﬀairs :* But withall they 
hare been carefull in all Kings Reigns, 
to ſee that the Money ſo given was tru- 
ly expended, for thoſe ends for which it 
was given. And they have ſtifly denied 
Supplies, till they were ſatisfied in the 
neceſlily, and with the pubiick Emolu- 
ment which was like to accrew: to the 
Common-wealth by ſuch Expence, and 
Have: been allways caretull to avoid to- 
reign Councils and Forces, from having 
Inflaence oger the Government, And 
when. upon weighty Conſiderations 
they'have thought it expedient to give 
Morey, they have taken ſpecial care to 
jntruſt' the Managery thereof -in ſafe 
Hands, as:may be found, upon all ſuch 
>> 21 » 
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occafions, in the Journals of the Houfe £ 
otherwiſe they deſerved not to. be the 
People's Repreſentatives and Truftees. 
You know-full well you have been 
fingled our, upon-ſþecial cor.fi!ence'in 
you, to piepare and conſent, on their 
behalf, to ſuch Laws as are for publick: 
benefit;z yet it is well known, that in 
the reſpective Countries you leave be- 
hind you a much greater number of 
Perſons of Quality, co ways inferiour 
to your ſelves in ERates, latereſt, and ._. 
lore of their Countrey's Proſperity ; {© 


that in common prudence, you ought 


to have regard how you oppiec's them, 
their Relations, Friicuds and Dcpen+ 
dents. x: 

Wherefore in the matter of Money, 
you ought, in reſpect to them as well ay 
your own Poſterities, to ſuſp:nd your 
giving of Money til] you be able to give 
them ſufficient ſatistaCtion ,, that wh: t 
hath been given is truly expended, and 
that the raifing of more is for the pub» - 
lick Good of the Commonwealth ot the 
Kingdom, _ 

I preſume the Inducement which will 
ſway you moft in this matter, will. be 
that Ire/and may be ſubdued, and that. 
France may be brought to fo low a con» 
dition, that the King thereof may be 
compelled to yield to the Emperour , 
the King of Spam, and other the Con- 
federates, what ever he hath by his Arms 
diſpolſefſed them of. 

If therefore I make it appear, that it 
hath not been the aim Of ſuch as have 
influenced our Affairs, to reduce Ire» 


land, but rather, as it. appears by the 


conſequence of things, the Deſign bath 
been, .uncler that Pretext, to raiſe Mos 
ney to diftribute amongft the Confede- 
rates, according to ſome ſecret Articles 
rot communicatetl to the Houſes, and 
to purchale at any rate toreign Forces, 
to the great hazard of the enflavirg us 
to them. And it I makeit appear that 
withoug the Contederates will bear 4 
conſiderable part of our Charge, we 
ſhall not be able to keep in conjunCti« 
on with themz or can, though 'we 
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ſhould pawn our-Eftates to raiſe Mo- _ -Wheni D. Schomberg went to Treland, 


ney, be able to bring France to terms, 
#& affiirs are mating 
ſay, I clear theſe two Points to your ſa- 
tisfaction, I hope you will then con- 
clude, that the giving more Money will 
+ be but powring Oyl into the Fire, 
_ Which will finally conſume us. 
I ſhall begin with Þeland. 

It is well known that when the P. of 
O. took upon him the Adminiſtration 
of the Government, before the Conven- 
tion had conferred upon him the Regal 
Title, the Proteſtant IntereRt in I clad 
Was little inferiour to'that of the Ro- 

mani Catholicks, and a \mall- Supply 
-- from hence would have caft the Scales. 

There are Noblemen who ean tell, if 
they pleaſe, that eveo then an Overture 
was made, that upon diſtributing 
- $0600 /s5, among certain Officers in 
Fe/and,. they would have undertaken 
that the Army there ſhould have ſub- 

mitted, And it is as well known to 
thoſe Noble Perſons who-it was that 
would not allow above 2Zo000 /z. to be 
expended on that account , and ſo the 
Project fell: But we have reaſon ta 
believe, that to ſupport the Confede- 
rate Intereſt, twenty times as much 
hath been disburſed to Germaenes, Danes, 
and-Dvech, to the Swſs-Cantons , the 
Duke of Savvy, and other Allies. 

It is worth a ferious Enquiry, whence 
it happened, that Collonel Lundy, who 
was- accuſed for having treacherouſly 
deſerted the Defence of London-Derty , 
and Col. Richards, and Curmmmyham, 
who were charged with Cowardite, in 
Hot adventuring to cond: the Forces 
under_their Command to the Relief of 
the fame , were onely imprifoned and 
'caſhiered,, but were never brought to 
any Tryall. Or why-M. G. Kirk lay fix 
Weeks in Lonzb Foyle, without attemp- 
ti 
the Soldiers and Townſmen were dead 
by Famine and-Sickne(s; yet When it 
wis reduced to the laſt Extremity, he 
found it. ao difficult work *to ſend in 
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to relieve the Town , till” 5000 of 


he carried with him an Army-ſuffi-ient 


than King Famesthen' had , confidering 
they were neither -diciplin'd, arm'd'; 
nor provided with Artifery. or Ammu- 
nition in any Plenty at that time; fo 
that he might with much. facility have' 
then marched to D:blin, the Soldiers 
being exceeding earneft . for that pur« 
pale. But, it feems,-it was not then 


thought ſeaſonable to eff:& fo ueccila- 


ry a Work 3 but that great General, 
very adviſed!y, (uffered two Þarts: of 
his Army to periſh in the moſt miſera- 
ble manner that ever Eugliſh-men did 
in their own Camp. *' 

Let-us now reflect. upon what hath 
been done fince the Sacce's at the Boyne; 
When K: Fames was fled; and, as our 
publick Intelligences informed us, there 
were not 2000 Iriſh leit in. a Body; 
Was this Victory purſued ?- Or the af- 
frighted Iciſh cloſely followed ? No, 
they. had time given them to rally a»

News came of the Defeat the French 
had given -us at Sea: Whereas thoſe 
Men, both for their Zeal-to the Cauſe, 
and their Experience in the Countrey, 
as 'well- as unaptaefs to the Diſeaſes of 
the Climate, 'might have been'of grea- 
teit uſe,” if a ſpeedy reducing of that 
Kingdom had been deligned.”

+ k muſt be owned that thre were 
ſome, who'truly defriag Diſpatchy mo» 
ved that a Proclamation might be pub» 
liſhed, whereby ſuch” Terms might: be

comply with z; and thereupon yield up 
their Arms. and: Streng Holds: For 


which purpoſe! it was propoted,, that 
luch as fo Jabmitted , might . be Pars.

Which Promiſe cou'd not be perfor- 
m:d, if any of the Iriſh who had been 
in A:ms, were permitted to enjoy their 
Eitates. _ 

From hence we may learn the true 
reaſon why the Dutch and Danes brought 
over ſo many hundreds of Women and 
Children, who went over to Ireland 
with the Army , no doubt 'on Promiſe 
of ſharing that Kingdom, and'planting 
Dutch and Daniſh Colonies, as a Re- 
ward of their Service. i Z 

Upon thoſe Reaſons that ſort of De- 
Claration was lai afide, arid the other 
publiſhed , which'-onely pardoned the 
ſubmitting Commoners their Lives, but 
left all of the better ſort to the Rage of 
the Soldiers, and the Penalty of forfei- 
ted Rebels. bh DTT * |
